Ho  will 
bate  to  leave  bi«  pet  pigs  and  paintad  plow- 
bandies  to  go  into  the  reform  of  the  poly¬ 
gamists  of  Utah,  and  we  know  this  by  the 
remark  he  made  when  he  first  refused  to 
accept  the  place  on  the  Utah  Coauniaaioa— 
anil  then—  thought  better  of  it.  If  Phoebe 
Couzens  ia  made  a  member  we  can  vouch 
for  Mr.  Paddock  to  this  extent — wherever 
Phoebe  may  be  willing  to  lead,  he  will 
dare  to  follow.

Senator  Van  Wyok  as  a  "Land  Reformer.” 

Th* $taU  Journal  invites  the  attention 
of  our  junior  senator  to  a  phase  of  land 
frauds  in  this  part  of  tho  country  with  which 
the  senator  is  assumed  to  be  personally  fa¬ 
miliar,  but  which,  so  far  as  bur  observation 
has  gone,  ha  has  entirely  failed  to  notice. 
Since  Mr.  Van  Wyck  never  fails  to,  read 
tbe  Herald,  we  volunteer  to  aid  our  Lin¬ 
coln  contemporary  in  bringing'to  light  a 
feature  in  land  frauds  that  is  undoubtedly 
quite  os  infamous  as  those  which,  the  tena- 
tor 'denounced  in  his  recent  serenade  epeech 
in  Omaha.  Tbe  Negator  announced  him¬ 
self  "a  land  reformer"  on  that  pccasion 
with  the  most  vigorous  unction,  and,  among 
other  things,  said: 

"I  vroaldsay  right  her*  that  ia  th*  iUl<  of 
Nebiuka  there  were  non  who  bid  stayed 
month*  and  year*  on  m  homestead,  to  which  th* 
government  bad  given  them  a  patent,  bat  by  a 
system  of  f  rand  they  hid  Leva  deprived  of 
them." 

And  now  comes  the  State  JburMarwith 
its  “regrets  that  any  auch  thing  should  oc¬ 
cur  in  Nebraska,  and  conjectures  that  fhe 
coses  aro  not  at  all  numerous."  It  goes  on 
to  say; 

“But  thoro  is  another  Find  of  land  frauds 
“that  have  been  quite  frequently  perpe¬ 
trated  from  time  to  time.  A  man  with 
“pocket*  Btuffcd  with  money  would  come 
“to  Nebraska  bringing  with  him  a  lot  of 
“scalawags  and  tramps,  and  hire  them  to 
“make  entries  of  pre-emptions  or  home- 
"steads,  bused  upon  peijary.  When  the  ; 
.“formalities  were  gona  through  ho  would 
“ostensibly  buy  the  'claims’  an<J  become 
“possessed  of  a  large  tract  of  land,  that  the 
“government  had^triad,  to  set  aside  for 
“actual  tillers  of  the  soilfia  ICO  acre  piece*, 
."snd  hold  them  for  speculation,  keeping 
“settlers  out  of  the  country,  or  forcing  them 
“to  pay  a  big  profit  on  his  fraudulent  pur¬ 
chase.  While  the  senator  ia  about'  it, 
“be  should  stir  up  these  land  thieves'1-,  a 
“little."  » 

Sonator  Van  Wyck  and  -The  Herald 
joined  teams  on  his  late  visit  to  Omaha  for 
a  united  tug  at  reform,  and  we  propose  to 
puli  straight  for  the  exposure  and  punish¬ 
ment  of  all  who  are  engaged  in  stealing 
public  money  or  in  .defrauding  the  people 
out  of  the  land*  which  the  government  in¬ 
tended  to  be  occupied  by  the  tillers  cf  the 
soil.  Ws  are  as  good  a  “land  reformer" 
bb  Senator  Van  Wyck  daro  be^and  we  will 
follow  him  into  tbe  last  ditch  ia  hunting 
down  tbe  reprobates  who  have  deprived  the 
homesteader  of  his  land  by  a  system ^of 
frauds,  and'  tbe  still  more  infamous  men  by 
whom  scallawags  and  tramps  are  hired  “to 
make  entries  of  pre-emptions  or  homestead* 
bused  upon  perjury”  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who.hire  them  to  steal  the  public  lands  by 
committing  this  kind  of  fraud  and  crime. 
If  the  senator  or  the  Journal  will  give  it  the 
names  of  any  one  or  more  of  these  land 
Lhioves,  The  IIehald  will  lush  them  up 
and  down  before  the  people  as  they  deserve. 
Ws  hope  Senator  Van  Wyck  will  give  the 
rascals  no  peace  until  they  are  exposed  and 
punched, 

Blaine’s  Testimony. 

Mr.  Blaine  meets  the  SmrnEHD  reve¬ 
lation  with  a  sweeping  and  swooping  de¬ 
nial.

Ou  the  marginal  noto  allegation, 
he  is  unusually  emphatic,  and  no  matter 
what  tho  truth  may  be,  Hhipherd  will  1>h 
regarded  a»  finUhed  up,  unless  ho  can  pro¬ 
duce  sometliOg  or  somebody  besides  Ship* 
itEiiD,  nnd  to  confirm  wind  he  has  been  say¬ 
ing  about  IVru  guano-hunters. 

England  anil  Ireland. 

In  the  early  dirys  of  tho  present  month 
Mr.  Gladstone  was  called  upon  to  give 
his  viowa  of  tho  state  of  things  in  Ireland, 
and  mndo  tho  bust'  he  could  of  his  hard 
ease.  Among  other  things  lio  said  tho 
lush  representatives  could  prevent  outrage 
if  they  would,  Which  was  a  hall'  confoshion 
that  tho  British  government  could  not  with¬ 
out  their  aid.  This  gave  Kouthcotk  his 
opportunity,  and  ho  attacked  tho  Premier 
saying  thut-kia  speech  was  net  only  disap¬ 
pointing  but  alarming.  Mr.  Gladstone 
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'wo*  severely  prodded  in  the  debate  for  hia 
old  tricks  at  evasion. 

It  continues  to  be  more  and  mor4  evident 
that  matters  in  Ireland  are  mjt  improving 
very  rapidly' under  the  remedies  applied^  to 
it  bf  if r.  Gladstone,  and  yet.  it  has  im¬ 
proved  so  far  as  tho  pajment  of  rent  i* 
concerned.  What  ia  moat  needed,  in  our 
opinion,  is  that  a  long  pull  should  be  made 
by  Ireland  for  the  attainable— for  Home 
Rule^-antl  not  for  the  impossible  indepen¬ 
dent  nationality.  Tbe  conditions,  would 
seem  to  be  ripe  for  the  change  that  would 
be  attended,  with  many  blessings  to  both 
England  and  Ireland  if  it  could  be  secured; 

Bchwatki. 

Lieutenant  Schwatka,  who  becanr.e 
noted  a  year  or  more  ago  cm  account  of  his 
Arctic  journey  in'search  of  the  Franklin 
yelies,  is  in  Washington  endeavoring  to  in¬ 
duce  congress  to  pass  a  bill  __  for  his  benefit, 
dt-appears  that  he  was  granted  leave  of  ab¬ 
sence  to  make  the  Arctic  expedition  and  was 
only  allowed  half  pay  m  an  officer.  In  view 
of  his  success  and  the  valuable  results  of  the 
journey  he  is  emboldened  to  ask  congress 
to  mako  an  appropriation  of  tome  $3,500 
to  reimburse  him  for  the  low  ha  sustained 
by  the  curtailment  of  hia  salary.  There 
is  a  general  disposition  manifested  to  grant 
his  request. 

That  general  disposition  ought  to  be 
universal,  and  a  bill  for  the,  relief  of  the 
gallant  soldier  ought  to  pass  both  houses 
under  a  suspension  of  rates  by  unanimous 
consent.  The  only  fault  we  have  to  find 
with  the  request  of  8chwatka  is  that  it  is 
1  too  modest  by  mach  more  than  half.  That 
I  young  soldier  won  a  groat  fame  for  himself 
and  a  great  name  for  oar  country  in  the 
international  field  of  Arctic  exploration. 
He  it  wus  who  found  and  brought  back  the 
relics  of  Sir  John  Franiun,  a  fact  which 
England  has  gratefully  and  gracefully  ac¬ 
knowledged.  If  there  would  be  no  opening 
of  floodgates  in  the  premises  we  should  be 
glad  tosee  Schwatka  put  upon  a  pension  of 
three  thousand  a  year  for  the  rest  of  his 
natural  life. 

An  Exalted  Bipublioan. 

The  poly-voiced  eulogies  of  tho  non.  S. 
W.  Dojibky,  ex-carpet  bag  United  'States 
senator  from-  Arkansas,  were  published 
throughout  tbe  entire  length  and  brqadth 
of  tbe  United  States  immediately  after  the 
conquest  of  Indiana  in  1880, -and  then  after 
the  presidential  victory  in  November  of  the 
same  year.  The  same  Honorable  Mr.  DoR- 
bey  was  exalted  os  “the  saviotjlof  the  re¬ 
publican  party.”

Oscar  Wilds  VUlts  thaUnivenit  j,  the  Pen¬ 
itentiary,  And  Insane  HoepitaL

SUIT  Corns pondooes  of  Tun  Huuid, 

Lutoour,  April  U,  1882.— Oo  on*  of  th* front 
benches  la  th*  ■  uoivsreity  obapel  yesterday 
morning  ml  non*  other  than  Osoar  Wild*, 
dressed  ae  he  usaalif  dress**,  aod  th*  *tnd*nt* 
were  ao  anxioa*  to  have  hia  aprnk  that  b* 
finally  ooaeeoted,  though  knowing  that  bi* 
manager  woold  strongly  ob]*ot  to  any  lit*  Iso- 
Id  re*  of  that  kind.  For  fifteen  minute*  he  dis- 
oouixtd  in  a  most  entertaining  manner  on 
tupioa  pertinent  to  th*  oollega  sad  it*  work. 
H*  told  th*  story,  which  those  who  h*v* 
heard  hia  U*lm  •  will  remember,  of  Buskins' 
humanitarian  labor*  osar  Oxford,  and  how- 
great  ia  hi*  lnflnano*  there.  Mr.  Wilde  said 
that  they  in  Eng  land  looked  to  the  universale* 
of  Armorica  to  carry  ou  and  sap  port  th*  n*«i 
■it  movement,  and  applying  tt  practically 
her*.  He  would  wish  that  every  one  might 
Learn  some  on*  of  tb*  decor* live  art*,  so  great 
a  source  of  vs laabl* 'plena ore  are  they. 

Mr.  Wild*  did  nut  hesitate  to  erltiolae  tbe 
miserably  poor  architecture  of  thg  university 
building,  and  hoped  that  aa  th*  atnd^t*  grew 
op  they  would  strive  to  Improve  >y,)u  well 
as  establish  a  gynsslum,  when  saeu 

models  of  the  old  Greek  athletee,  such  splen¬ 
did  examples  of  pbyaioal  beauty.  "  H*  would 
have  ail  atriv*  to  live  op  to  the  Greek  ideal, 
"a  sound  mind  in  eoond  body.”  Tb*  whole 
spirit  of  Mr.  Wilde’s  remark*  ws*  to  show  that 
U  ws*  quit*  a*  easy  to  build  b*aaUful1y  ms 
badly, 

Oscar  ws*  qalt*  taken  with  some  of  tbe 
pretty  face*  ou  the  tight  eide  of  obapel  and 
expressed  surprise,  a*  any  Englishman  would, 
at  our  oo- education  ml  system.  “Why,  if  w* 
fellows  at  Oxford  had  young  iadls*  there  w* — 
well,  we’d  never  study.  Can  you  study  under 
auob  attra*tione?"  We  see  a  red  him  that  w* 
could,  sod  that  the  yonng  ladles  were  exeat- 
lent  etude  at*  also.  In  oonvsiistiun  with  some 
of  the.  prof esaors  he  ei pressed  a  regret  that  he 
bad  neves  studied  eloontion.and  acknowledged 
that  they  made  a  rule  not  to  learn  extern  poi* 
speaking.  Bo  be  was  told  ot  oar  literary  so¬ 
cieties  and  how  maob  they  bad  done  in  this 
direction.  *  “  And  do  the  ladies  make  speeches 
too?  Well,  welir* 

la  the  afternoon  some  friends  took.  Mr. 
WUde  oat  to  see  th*  penitentiary.  He  had 
never  visited  a  prison. and  hi*  horrftr  at  th# 
bsreneas  ot  the  plan*  sad  oocn  plet*  sympathy 
for  tbs  convicts  was  that  of  a  child.  Going 
out  those  ia  th*  carriage  were  treated  to  a  per¬ 
fect  flood  of  po«try  t  to  a  dissertation  la  whioh 
one  British  or  Amoricsn  author  ws#  taken  up 
sft«r  another  and  orltioiaod  in  short,  brief 
Motenoee*  which  showed  perfect  familiarity 
with  their  writings.  “Long follow,**  amid  Mr. 
Wilde,  "see  not  a  great  poet;  ha  was  a 
great  poem.  Oh,  a  _  tine  old 
man,  a  fin*  *.ld  naan  !’*  lie 
we*  rapturous  evor  Walt.  Whitman  but  said 
moat  stinging  things  of  poor  Josqn in  Miller. 
Emerson,  he  said,  had  been  and  was  still  a 
master  for  hint;  Oarlysle  bed  o<m**d  to  inter¬ 
est  him.  He  wee  a urp lined  t*>  learn  that  Em¬ 
erson  had  lost  hi*  influence  on  our  youth.  Of 
bis  own  conn  try  men  he  seem*  to  be  passion¬ 
ately  devoted  to  Keats  end  quote*  from  him 
constantly.  In  feet,  as  to  quotation*  Mr. 
WUde  has  an  abundant  supply. 

At  the  prison  Warden  Nube*  showed  tbe  vis¬ 
itor*  the  rogu*'*  gallery,  a  large  ooilacliun  of 
oonvlots*  photograph*,  and  it  was  very  amus¬ 
ing  to  hear  Oscar's  comments  upon  each.  -*'Ob, 
what  s  dreadful  fsoe,  what  a  dreadful  face; 
and  what  did  he  do?’*  No  bos  did  not  hesitate 
to  tell  of  tbe  crimes  In  the  moat  terrible  way, 
calculated  to  shook  sensitive  poet*.  “Oh, 
here’*  a  beast,  an  animal,''  exclaimed  Wilde 
over  one  picture,  “nothing  of  the  nee*  left.’’ 

It  was  a  negro's  picture,  but  it'  bad  not  don* 
th*  men  luetic*  as  we  saw  afterward*.  * 
Mr.  Wilde  was  very  »uxl«u#  to  see  all  th* 
prison  bad  to  show  end  whll*  in  tho  oeli  room 
oonvsrtod  with  Ayers,  of  Grand  Island,  who  Is 
under  Mutsnoe  to  be  hang  tb*  20th  of  Jane. 
“Do you  reed,  my  man?'4  asked  th*  poet. 
“Ye*.  eir.’*  “And  what?”  ' 'Novels,  part  of 
th*  time.  I  am  new  reading  th*  Heir  of  Bed- 
olUfe.''  WUde  amid  that  his  heart  had  been 
turned  by  the  eye*  of  the  doomed  man,  bat  if 
he  reed  the  Heir  of  ItedolKY*  it  was  perhaps 

tist  as  well  to  let  the  law  take  it*  ooorso. 

aitbereatbey  came  to  tb*  dark  oeli  where 
refractory  prisoner*  sr*iplaoed.  At  Nube*'  in¬ 
vitation  Me,  Wild*  and  oat  of  th#  university 
professor*  steppod  in,  whereupon  No  be*  slam¬ 
med  tho  solid  door  to  with  a  tetri bl#  bang  and 
gave  them  a  very  diatinot  impression  of  what 
black  darkness  is.  Wild*  went'  into  another 
cell  where  he  bad  oanght  sight  of  tw*  neat 
rowa  of  books  whioh  one  of  the  oonviota  bad 
arranged;  quite*  little  library.  He  tan  over 
the  titles  rapidly,  no  til  he  atrnek  Dante,  wheq 
he  came  nut,  vxulelming,  “Oh,  dear,  who 
would  have  thought  of  finding  Dante  here.*'' 
After  the  penitentiary  bad  been  done,  Mr. 
Witde  wee  saked  It  h*  would  like  to 1  rid*  over 
to  th*  inasn*  asylum.  Hn  at  first  protested 
■gainst  additional  horror*,  but  ooooluded  that 
be  woald  go  a*  be  waa  "in  for  it  now.”  Bo 
over  to  tbe  hospital  they  went.  Th*  aoene* 

,  Just  left  were  beiag  forgotten  ia  another  lit¬ 
erary  discussion,  In  whioh  Principal  Shalrp 
waa  rather  roughly  handled.'  Dr.  Matthewaon 
•  bowed  Ur.  Wilde  around  th*  aaylam,  the  first 
he  bed  ever  visited.  Th*  a  ad  scenes  here 
woold  move  any  heart,  and  it  i<* .  ne  wonder 
that  th*  esthetic  poet’*  we*  troubled  to  the 
extreme.  He  burst  out  in  Lodlguatlon  agulost 
the  whitewashed  walla  and  “*tioky’'  floor, 
aa  he  called  it,  laying  that  oitixen*  would  go 
insane  with  each  ear  round  lag*,  “with  rot  even 
a  bench  to  oneself,  and  one  *  neighbor's  mut¬ 
tering.  1  wjuld  bay*  the  gayest  colors  possi¬ 
ble  la  thoa*  warda,  woald  farinsh  them  with 
fantastic  dresses,  maalo  boxes,  means  of  en¬ 
joyment.  Pooh!  bow  dreary,  bow  creadfull” 
Mr.  Wild*  seemed  glad  to  get  away,  and  the 
visit*  to  these  two  abode*  of  erime  and  in¬ 
sanity  seemed  to  effect  tb*  real  of  bl*  after¬ 
noon.  “1  have  greater  respect  than  evsrjbo- 
fo re  for  virtu*  sod  sanity,'' -he  *ald.  He  wan 
thoughtful  fi,y  a  while  and  then  remarked 
that  whenever  he  bad  tb*  blues  orwaadia- 
guated  with  the  world  he  took  up  Pndymioa 
and  bnrying  himself  in  that  divine  poem, 
forgot  tb*  wurld  aqd  it*  earea.  lie  said  he  bad  ' 
always  bean  melanobuiy  when  a  boy,  though 
surrounded  by  sverr  pleasure,  until  he  went 
to  Italy  aod  learned  the  new  Ilf*. 

He  expect*  to  return  to  America  sam*  time, 
merely  to  lecture  to  universities  on  art,  glv-  . 
ing  a  fortnight's  course  si  caoh  college  and  re¬ 
fusing  all  public  engagements.  Ha  will  -go 
again  to  California  in  July,  with  whioh  place 
and  whose  people  he  is  fascinated.  Ills  leo- 
ure  here  wav  well  attended,  bat  Lincoln  peo¬ 
ple  do  not  like  him  and  the  eritlcisma  upon 
him  have  beeu  very  severe.  But  Mr,  Wilde 
is  one  thing  above  all,  be  ia  a  perfect  gentle- 
nsa.
